BOTH SHOT TO KILL. 


Sensational Shooting Last Night 


on Church street. 


Tne Woman will ProbabJy Die. 


At about 9 o'clock Sunday evening on 


^orth Church street, between Green and 
Sing streets, two sharp reports of revol- 
vers fired in quick succession, startled 
he people of that vicinity, and Jack Lilly 
ushing ont of his. house near by found a 
young woman lying on the boulevard in 
ront of No. 826 with a bullet in her back 
and groaning with pain. She proved to 
be Miss Effie Bainter aged 20 years. She 
was able to tell Lilly tnat Will Ammann 
iad shot her, arid looking northward 
fack saw a man fleeing in the darkness, 
le called to him to halt, but he ikept on 
going and turned east on King street, 
iack had a revolver in his pocket and 
was in the act of firing it at the man but 
did not. 


People rushed out of their bomes, 


and soon a great crowd 
collected. 


Miss Bainter was taken into Mr. Edward 
Strasbangh's house, near the scene of the 
shooting, end there she was attended by 
Dr. Cass Ohenoweth. He probed for the 
bullet but failed to find it. 
The ball 


jame from a 38-oaliber revolver and en- 
lered the body below the middle of the 
mall of the back, and lodged in the re- 
gion of the womb. At 11:30 o'clock the 
wounded womaa was removed to the 
home of her sister, Mrs. Henry Williams, 
at 1016 North Water street, a dwelling 
>wned by David KaufTman. 


A BEPCBMOAN reporter called at the 


louse this forenoon and got Mips Bain- 
er's story of the shooting. She is a rather 
landsome young woman and is a daugh- 
er of William Bainter, a farmer living 
near Forsyth. She was averse to talking 
at first, but finally consented to relate the 
circumstances of the affair. She had 
>een keeping company with Ammann for 
iwo years, and Sunday night she had an 
engagement to meet him at a point on 
tforth Main street. She waited for him 
but he did not appear. Then she oame 
down town and met him near Hubbard 
& Sweaiengen'a store. "He didn't want to 
stop, but I caught hold of him. Then we 
walked over on Church' street at the cor- 
ner of Prairie street where we4stood talk- 
ing. He didn't want to go home with me 
jut he finally said he would. We quar- 
relled all tbe way and when at about the 
?lace where the shooting occurred he 
iaid something about doing me harm 
when I pulled out my revolver and shot 
aim. I didn't intend to kill hira—what I 
wanted to do was to Lnrt him .right bad. 
After I fired I tripped on a chip and 
!ell over, nnd 
BB I fell Ammann shot 


ma in the back." Marshal Mason and 
Officer Bailey had a talk with the woman 
last night, Sbe told substantially the 
same story, except that Ammann had told 
her that he would not go with her any 
more, and that she had made up her 
mind to kill him. On Church street 
she confessed that she got him to w«lk 
ahead of her on a narrow plank. "He 
did so and then I shot. I intended to kill 
him at first, and then I changed my mind 
and thought I would only hurt him. He 
had said wo must part and I thought if 
that was the case, one of na would have 
to die." Miss Bainter told tbe reporler 
that she had carried the revolver for 
some months thinking she might have 
occasion to use it, 


Tne bullet that struck Ammannn was 


from a 32-calibre revolver. It struck him 
on the thickest part of the skull at the 
back of the head, just where the skull 
joins the neck, and it flattened itself 
against the bone. After the shootirg 
Ammann went to Dr. W. J. Chenoweth's 
office and that surgeon worked an hour 
to remove the metal which seemed as if 
it had been melted. Had it struck an 
eighth of an inch to the right or left he 
would have been a dead man. Mr. Am- 
mann went home immediately and to-day 
he reported to Marshal Mason as he had 
promised to do last night. 
This forenoon he appeared before Jus- 


tice MoGorray and waived examination. 
His bail was placed at 81,000, and be 
gave his father, C. Ammann, and D. A. 
Maffit as security for his appearance at 
the May term of court if he is wanted, 


The pelice say that Miss Bainter bears 


an unsavory reputation; that she has 
caused trouble in one family, and that 
she had been ordered off the streets of the 
oity. 


Mr, Ammann's story of tbe nffnir is 


substantially the same as that told by the 
young, woman. 


The revolver with which Mins Bainter 


fired at Ammannn waa pinked UD near the 
scene of the shooting by Peter Melohoiw- 
and subsequently given to Marshal Ma 
son. Three of the chambers were empty 


Mies Bainter's condition is considered

It is 
needless to add that, after what I had 
just witnessed, I declined the hospital- 
ity as graciously as I knew lio\v. This 
is my nearest female neighbor.

Ilia household com- 
prises himself and his ivife—a half- 
bieed woman—a married daughterjicr 
husband, their two children, two other 
grown-up daughters, a son of fifteen, 
another of ten and two j'oung men 
lodgers.

Charles Durbin and Wife In Jail 


for the Murder of Their 


Child. 


Foil Particular* of tn» Affair—Terdict 


of in* Coroner's Jury.

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Dnrbin, the hus- 


band 30 years of age and the wife 21, are 
prisoners in the county jail, and the; 
stand charged with the willful murder of 
their seven-months-old baby, a healthy 
looking, plump, red-haired little girl. 
They are supposed to hare throws it off 
the Illinois Central railroad bridge on Sat- 
urday evening, Maroh 7th, in hope that it 
would be carried down the then turbulent 
stream to some point far away, where, if 
to and, no one could fasten the crime 
upon the inhuman parents. But "mur- 
der will out," and now 20 days after the

crime, the guilty 
pair are 


behind the bars. During yesterday after- 
noon Ed. Drohn, Frank Meyer, and Tim 
Collins were in the vicinity of the water 
works dam at the S&ngamon river en- 
gaged in searching for fishing rods. They 
were on the south side of the river near 
an old slough 200 yards from the dam) 
when they discovered the mud-covered 
body of the baby as it lay in a bent-up 
position in a little hollow or ditch. That 
part of the slough was covered with 
water three days ago. The young men 
were greatly excited at finding the body, 
and word was sent to Coroner Perl by 
telephone from the water works. The cor. 
oner proceeded to the spot, and brought 
the body to his office. The officers had 
knowledge of the mysterious disappear- 
ance of a baby on the evening of Maroh 
7th, 
which fact was communicated to 


them by Mr. S. C. Shively, a carpenter, 
who resides on West North street. Mrs. 
Shively remembered the clothing the 
child had on when it left her home; that 
it had on a white dress, knit hood, knit 
shoes and stockings, and that one of its 
skirts had been put on wrong side out 
These articles she carefully described 
before seeing the child, and the exami- 
nation subsiqueatly proved the child 
bejond a doubt to be that of Emily 
Dunn, born out of wedlock in August 
]Rst on West Wond street. It was known 
that on Maroh 16th, the mother married, 
Charley JJurbin, the father of the child 
and the officers at once proceeded to plaoe 
Both under arrest. 
Cspt. Hewes and Officer Bailey went 


to SUiveley's honse and took Durbin ant] 
his wife in custody. They were taken to 
the county jail separately, and put be- 
hind the bars. Wbsn told that the baby 
had been found, the officers say Durbin 
seemed greatly frightened, and acted like 
a guilty wretch.

Solomon 0. Shively was sworn and gave his 
residence at 628 West North street. He recog- 
nized the baby ae the child of Emily Dunn, and 
has *nown it since it was two weeks old. He 
saw it alive last at abouteo'olockon the even 
inn of March Tth, when it was apparently in 
pood health. It was at my house aud its moth- 
er was dressing it to take it out. She Iett 
about dark and came back about 10 o clock 
without the cbild. A man accompanied her to 
the door, but I did not see him. Did not know 
Durbin at that time The woman had made 
several attempts to give the child away belore 
that night, ftever saw the child again until 
to day, and can identify it by the hair, nose, 
the hood and clothing and also by the hands. 
She first cams to my house in August wheij 
tho obild was two week8 old. It was Saturday 
evening jvhea she took the child away. baW 
Durbin on the next Monday and asked him 
about the river, and he made strange answers. 
Didn't seem to know there was a river near 
core. He spoke of the Okaw and other rivers 
and said they were open. Since his marriage 
he has worked lor me and we have had several 
conversations about the child. He confessed 
to me that he was its father, and paid for the 


grand jury.

New cattle Disease. 


Several uf our exchanges tell of a new 


and singular cattle disease that has made 
its appearance in various counties. The 
manifestation is swelling in the hind leg, 
which becomes feverish and extends up- 
wards until the entire quarter becomes af- 
fected. It sometimes extends to the fore- 
quarter before death ensues and produces 
lameness. It produces death in about 24 
hours. In skinning a carcass the flesh 
under the affected part has a bruised ap- 
pearance as if decomposition had already 
commenned. It is not known what the 
disease, nor what treatment should be 
used. Our farmers should watch their 
cattle closely and find a speedy remedy.

Dynamite, in its simplest form, 


closely resembles moist brown sugar 
and is nitre-glycerine absorbed in any 
inert base. It is not yet twenty years 
old, having been first offered for sale 
in June, 1867. In the form in which it 
is licensed, dynamite must consist ol 
seventy-five per cent, of nitro-glycer- 
ine and twenty-five per cent of an in- 
fusorial earth known as kieselguhr. 


Of dynamite properly so called there 


are only two kinds, distinguished as 
dynamite No. 1 and No. 2. No. 1 ia 
composed of seventy-five per cent ol 
nitro-glycerine and twenty-five pel 
cent, of the infusorial earth kiesslguhr, 
No. 2 of eighteen per cent of nitro- 
glycerine and eighty-two per cent, of a 
pulverized preparation composed ol 
nitrate of potash, charcoal and paraf- 
fine; a mixture introduced to replace 
gunpowder 
in coal-working whera 


dynamite No. 1 was too powerful. 


Nitro-glycerine in a very] pale-yellow 


oily liquid, about half as heavy again 
as water. It is simply a cold mixture 
of one part of nitric acid and thre« 
parts of sulphuric aoid. It has no 
smell, but a sweet aromatic taste, and, 
though it is not in a strict sense poison. 
ous, yet a single drop placed on th« 
tongue will almost immediately pro- 
duce a violent headache; even the 
handling of it, before the dynamite cart- 
ridges were, in 1870 wrapped in parch- 
ment, would do the same. The "dyna. 
mite headache1' is a disorder very well 
known in the trade. 


The discovery of dynamite was due, 


as has been generally supposed, to ac- 
cident, but to direct 'experiment. The 
first made consisted ot charcoal and 
nitro-glycerine, and, before the porous 
silica known as hieselguhr was finally 
adopted, numerous trials were made of 
Various other absorbents, such as por- 
ous terra colta, sawdust and ordinary 
and nitrated paper soaked in the liquid 
explosive and rolled into cartridges. 
During the siege of Paris, when the 
kieselguhr ran short, the French engin- 
eers found the best substitute to lie in 
the ashes of Boghead coal, and next to 
that in pounded sugar. 


The hours of the supremacy of dyna- 


mite are numbered. Tha explosive oi 
the future is undoubtedly blasting gel- 
atine, the latest invention of Mr. Alfred 
Nobel, of Edinburgh. Already on the 
continent,the manufacture of this new 
agent has assumed important dimen- 
sions. Many of the later operations oi 
the St. Gothard tunnel were carried out 
with pure blasting gelatine, and in 
Austria, the richest of all the European 
countries in mines, except Great Brit- 
ain, the factories where dynamite was 
formerly made are now given over to

seven per cent.^ol collodion wool, that 
is ilselt an explosive, in place of the 
inert kieselguhr, As a blasting agent it 
is more homogeneous than dynamite, 
and on account ol its elasticity, is less 
sensible to outward iippressions, while 
in handling or cutting the cartridges 
there is no loss of tho material, as some- 
times occurs with dynamite. Its fur- 
ther advantages are that the gases after 
explosion are lighter and thinner, and 
leave no dust, developing at the same 
time considerable more power. Taking 
the power of dynamite at one thousand 
and nitro-glycerine at one thousand 
four hundred and eleven, blasting gela- 
tine is represented by the figures one 
thousand five hundred and fifty-five, in 
addition to which superiority it is capa- 
ble, unlike dynamite, of retaining its 
nitro-glycerine when brought in eon- 
tact with water. 


The destructive power of dynamite 


which, contrary to the common opinion, 
docs not act downward, but equally in 
'all directions, and with the greatest 
violence where there is the greatest re- 
sistance, has been greatly exaggerated. 
Although it has from five to seven 
times the explosive power of gun- 
powder, it is comparative trifling in its 
effects at even short distances. The 
dynamiter, vsith all his daring and 
cunning, has after all, succeeded in 
doing us no more damage than gas has 
often done before. It would be better 
for him, if he desires to continue the 
warfare, to return to his ancient ally 
gunpowder, which above ground is a 
much more noisy aad demoruliziug 
agent. 


Dynamiters can not by any means 


at their disposal lay a whole eity in 
ruins—nor even a street. They may 
injure special buildings, and that ia the 
most they can do. The dynamite em- 
ployed for these purposes is, in the ma- 
jority of cases, of the kind known as 
lignin-dynamile, a wholly unlicensed 
explosive, composed of sawdust and 
nitro-glycerine, and in its effects con- 
siderable weaker than that in common 
use.—C'ornhill Magazine.

It is a man made out of alligator skin, 
springs, copper, sheet-iron and clock- 
work. It has hands and legs, wears 
boxing gloves, and stands in the most 
approved fighting position. It is de- 
iigned to take the place of a boxing 
master. 
Upon being wound np the 


machine will spar for four, BIX or 
eight rounds, according to the desire 
of the pugilist in training. 
By turning 


the proper key it will do leather-weight 
boxing. The middle-weight key fur- 
nishes the means of having it do mid- 
dle-weight sparring. By simply-turn- 
ing the heavy-weight key it will spar 
lilfe John L. Sullivan, knocking a hole 
through a two-in oh plank. It is so ar- 
ran°'cd that it can walk around while 
boxing within a space of sixteen feet, 
It has a pair of leather lungs of the best 
alligator hide, and does not become 
winded in less than sixty-two rounds. 
Its hands are of iron, its face is brass; 
its nose is copper, and its ears ara 
cast steel; its knees and elbows are 
double-jointed. You can not hurt it, 
and it could knock John L. Sulhvan 
out in half a round. 


The automatic pugilist is made in 


various 
sizes, from five feet six 


inches to six feet three, and from one 
hundred and twenty-five pounds to 
two hundred and twenty-five pounds. 
The two hundred and twenty-five pound 
boxer would whip Sullivan and Ryan 
quite easily.—.AT. I'. Journal

spected by all and feared 
by not a 


Jew. This," he continued, "was entirely 
due to the people's love of the Father- 
land and their readiness to sacrifice every 
interest to the furtherance of the Nation's 
welfare." 
In conclusion Prince Bis- 


marck spoke as follows:

army has made and will nphold the right 
of 
the Empire 
long after

away. 
For 
the 
soldiers 


of Germany no words of mine can con- 
vey enough praises. Their deeds of valor 
In contending with her foes are too Iresa 
and too well engraved on the minds of 
the people to need any mention by me. 
To her array much of her greatness is 
dne, and in her troops/she placed her 
greatest confidence and pecnrity." 


The Chancellor was deeply moved at 


times, and tears glisteneil in his eyes, as 
also In those of many of his hearers. He 
•was loudly and enthusiastically applaud- 
ed several times during the delivery of 
his speech. 


Last evening a torchlight procession, 


in which fully B,000 persons took part, 
was reviewed from ft balcony of the pal- 
ace by the Chancellor, who stood calmly 
smoking, while his sons'stood on either 
side holding lamps in such positions as 
to enable Uia processionists to plain-

see 
their 
father's 
features. 


As the procession passed by the partici- 
pants rent the air with enthusiastic cheers, 
which were, heartily joined in by the 
crowds which thronged Uuter-Den-Liu- 
den and the streets in-the vicinity ol the 
palace.

transit from other offices in this 
qounliry and from foreign countries 
had increased from 63,000,000, each 
of tfhich had to be handled sepa- 
rately, in 1880, 
to nearly 106,000,- 


000 pieces in 1884. 
In 1880, 300,- 


000,000 pieces of mail matter of lo- 
cal origin were forwarded to cities 
outside of New York; last year the 
number was 419,000,000.

number of pieces of mail matter of 
all kinds handled last year was 830,- 
000,000, a daily average of 2,40Q,000.
